Boiling water 
softens flannel, but there is also a 
cleansing aud softening power in the 
bran. Flannels washed in this water at 
a comfortable tem|)erature to handle wi 
be clean and soft and perfect if properly 
dried and pressed. A writer in the New 
York Times says iu this connection: 


Flannels should never be sprinkled 
Iu this climate they seldom are too dry 
to press, but sometimes wheu the air 
is singularly dry and hot it may be 
found necessary to moisten them before 
pressing, and this can be done by wring­ 
ing heavy towels out of tho hottest wa* 
ter possible to bear the hands iu aud 
wrapping the flannels in the hot cloths, 
then rolling them smooth and close aud 
laying in a warm place ready for press* 
ing. If the garment should become too 
damp, Ihe prooeaa of prewiug aud 
•tvalobing and Inrniog ahould Iw eqoal*

Stand Firmly Together and the K^mbtne** 
la Finally Defeated—Some Hepnbllcan 
Iieaders Who Were Kot in at the Cloee 
and Were Not Expected—Senate Make* a 
Stert to Investigate the AlleSM Bribery 
—Uonse May Be Bearganlaed. 
Columbus, O., Jan. 13. — Marcus A. 
Hanna was elected yesterday to repre­ 
sent Ohio in the 
senate for seven 
years and two months. 
If McKinley 
should be re-elected Hanna would still 
bet here to the end of the president’s 
second term. Including both the short 
and the long terms. 
Hanna’s time aa 
senator will expire In March, 1905. Less 
than two years ago Hanna entered 
politics, 
advocating William McKin­ 
ley's candidacy for the presidency. He 
was succcssful as the leader of the Mc­ 
Kinley forces at the St. Louis conven­ 
tion, and afterward as chairman of the 
national Republican committee. For al­ 
most a year he has been In the senate 
as the successor of John Sherman. Dur­ 
ing his short service in public life Han­ 
na has participated In hard fighting, 
but he never before won such a victory 
as that of yesterday. 
Factional fight­ 
ing has waged among Ohio Republicans 
for years. 


Hanna Fights In the Open. 


Others had been fighting under cover. 
Hanna came out openly at the state 
convention in Toledo last June and de­ 
feated 
Charles L. Kurtz, 
the close 
friend of Foraker, Bushnell and others, 
for chairman of the state committee. 
Kurtz had been a member of the state 
committee 
for many years 
and its 
chairman fer 1895 and 1896. In the lat­ 
ter year Hanna, who was then manag­ 
ing the presidential campaign, was not 
satisfied with the work in Ohio, and 
he did not want Kurtz In that position 
for 1897. 
Hanna defeated 
Kurtz at 
Toledo for chairman, and has had a 
factional war on himself ever since. Al­ 
though Hanna was duly declared sen­ 
ator at noon yesterday, for both the 
long and short terms, yet the opposi­ 
tion continued its fight in the afternoon 
and is still flghting. 


I'ropoHltiun Indlgnuntly Rejected. 
Previous to the Joint balloting yester­ 
day the opposition offered to support 
Senator Dodge, of Cleveland, for the 
short term, with McKlsson for the long 
term. Dodge is a neighbor of Hanna in 
Cleveland, 
and was nominated 
and 
elected on pledges for Hanna. 
Dodge 
stated that the senators and repre­ 
sentatives from Cleveland were in­ 
structed for Hanna, and Indignantly re­ 
jected the proposition. 
The proposi­ 
tion was also made to Mrs. Dodge, 
who was equally as indignant as her 
husband. While there were many nego­ 
tiations with the wives and other mem­ 
bers of the familieH of Henators and 
representatives during the past week 
or more, the effort to secure the Influ­ 
ence of Mrs. Dodge was the last one 
reported. 


Opposition K new It Wa» Defeated. 
The opposition yesterday knew It was 
defeated before the joint balloting be­ 
gun, but fought to the 
last on the 
charges of bribery and coercion. In the 
joint balloting yesterday there were no 
changes whatever by the senators over 
their two ballots of yesterday for the 
long and short terms. 
McKisson re­ 
ceived 19 votes and Hanna 17. 
When 
the roll of the house was called it re­ 
sulted in the ballots for both terms 
as follows: 
Hanna, 56; McKisson, 51; 
Lentz. 1, and one absent (Cramer).

Mauy cures, even iu very bud cases, are, 
it is claimed, effected by making the 
patient take ant baths. 


The manner of preparing these baths 
is as follows: An anthill is songlit, and 
when found a suck is iilled with ants, 
ants’ eggs, and, if it bo considered nec* 
essary, u cirtaiu quantity of the i*arth 
which composes the hill. The sack is 
then closed hermetically aud carried to 
the home of the suilerer. A wariu bath 
is already prepared here, and the sack 
is plunged bodily into the hot water. 
Soon this latter begins to give off' a po- 
cnliar pungent odor, characterifitic of 
formic acid. The bath is now ready for 
the patient’s immersion. The action of 
the bath on the skin is one of intense 
irritation, iind tlie result seems to be a 
drawing out of the evil, and the conse­ 
quent disappearance of tiie rheumatic 
pains. 


It is advisable for any one who may 
be tempted to try this remedy to be 
careful not to remain too long iu the ant 
bath, as the consequences might be a 
total disorganization of the skin, which 
would peel off, dne to the violent action 
of the acid.—New York Commercial

Girls are betrothed very often when 
still tiny babies. Marriages of love are 
absolutely unknown, even more so 
than in France, and the father is most 
particular that the intended husband 
must have an ample provision to sup­ 
port a wife and funiily. For the girl a 
dowry is not so important as in f'runoe, 
but a certain amount of linen and house­ 
hold furniture is gvuerully required. 
The whole training and education of a 
Greek girl are simply a preparation to 
render her brilliant in the society ot 
Ihe great world. Her toilet is a subject 
of constant anxiety. 
Although most 
Greek girls are u»turuUy very pretty, 
they begin to paint and powder from a 
very early age—cheeks bright red, eye­ 
brows and lushes deepest black and 
veins delicately blue. The result is sbe 
is a withered old woman at 40, luid no­ 
where are uglier women to be found 
than beneath the blue skies of lovely 
Oreooe.
